Applicant's representative contacted the primary examiner of the file to request formal review of the file and a discussion 
of the content of the final rejection. Applicant noted that the same rejection had been given against most of his claims in 

the final rejection, yet none of his arguments had been responded to. Further, his arguments presented in the paper 

submitted after final had not been addressed. He felt at a loss in understanding the examiners position. Upon reviev^ of 


the file, the primary examiner agreed that the rejection turned on intepretation of the James reference, and the office's 
position was not clear on the record. Furthermore, the primary agreed applicant's arguments deserved consideration and 
disucssion on the record. And upon review of the file, the primary noted to applicant that she was aware of prior art not 


yet made of record which was revelant to the disposition of the file: US Pat 5,933,811 to Angles et aL, at least. The 
primary agreed that prosecution should be reopened in the file in order to consider this new art, and that the interview
